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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to papers filed on 5/8/08. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In response to applicant's amendment received on 5/8/08, all requested changes to the 
specification and claims have been entered. Claims 29-3 1 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 7, 13, 19-28 and 32-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. As to claim 1 , none of the prior art teach or fairly suggest the limitations "wherein the 
image playback apparatus is configured to select the at least a part of the reproduced image by 
generating a histogram of reflectance ratio information of an area specified by the viewer, and 
selecting, as the at least a part of the reproduced image mapped for reproducing, a reflectance 
ratio area that includes a predetermined percentage of the generated histogram of the reflectance 
ratio information of the area specified by the viewer, and wherein the predetermined percentage 
is less than 100%", in combination with the other limitations of the claim. The prior art 
Bergman, already of record, discloses an image playback apparatus as discussed in the previous 
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office action mailed on 1/8/08, however, Bergman fails to teach or fairly suggest the above 
limitation disclosed in claim 1 . 

Claims 2, 3, 7, 13 and 32-36 contain similar limitations to those of claim 1 and are 
allowed for the same reason.
